1,828 food inspections were made and 
7,440 pounds of food stuffs condemned 
and destroyed. The milk supply was 
reported to be exceptionally good.

AUSTRIAN FLAG 
IS KAISED OVER 
SERVIAN BOATS 


Hostilities Inaugurated Almost Immediately 
After Germany and Austria Notified Sir 
Edward Grey, the British Foreign Min- 
ister, of Their Refusal to Join in His 
Proposed Mediation Conference— Efforts 
of the European Governments Will Now 
be Directed Towards Localizing the Area 
of the Fighting. 


Kraguyevatz, Servia, July 28.—‘‘We will crush Austria.” With 
these words King Peter of Servia today proclaimed himself and his 
country ready for a combat and set at rest rumors that he was urging 
Prince Alexander, who served as regent for a few weeks, to yield to 
Austria, without giving battle. 

“By calling up all reserves,’ said King Peter, ‘“‘we shall be able 
to put half a million men in the field. Every man is resolved to per- 
ish in the last ditch rather than allow their country, which has just 
risen after 500 years of oppression, to be crushed. 

“My Serbs are equal a million Czechs, Hungarians or Germans.” 

Nish, Servia, July 28.—The Servian steamers Deligrad and Mo- 
rava were seized today at Orsova on the Danube by Austrians. The 
Servian colors were hauled down and the Austrian flag hoisted. The 
passengers were detained. 

Vienna, July 28.—Official notification of the declaration of war 
was sent to Servia today by the Austria-Hungarian government. 

The greatest patriotic demonstrations ever witnessed here oc- 
curred last night and today. Great throngs walked through the streets 
of the capital mingling cries of “Down with Servia,” and “We want 
war with Russia.” 

Announcement of the declaration of war-by Austria Hungary on 
Servia came today almost immediately after Germany and Austria 
had notified Sir Edward Grey, the British foreign minister, of thefr re- 
fusal to join in a mediation conference.

THE SIGNIFICANCE 
OF MANITOBA, 

The result of the recent Provincial election in Manitoba 
is full of significance for all Canada. Itis more than a crushing 
blow for the Roblin Government. It tells plainly and empha- 
tically of Manitoba hostility to the Borden Cabinet and of 
Manitoba condemnation of the extravagance, inefficiency and 
unsound policies of that Cabinet. It forecasts plainly the re- 
jection of Borden candidates by the electors of the Province 
whenever the Ottawa Government musters up courage to ap- 
peal to the people. 

Briefly put, the result of the election has been that the 
Liberals polled a large majority of the votes cast though the 
arrangement of the constituencies is such that present figures 
indicate that the Roblin Government may be several seats to 
the good in the next Legislature. The Liberals polled this 
popular majority in a contest in which they had to fight against 
ihe organized forces of two Governments. The full power 
of the Borden Government was united with the strength of the 
Roblin Cabinet against the Liberals. Hon. Robert Rogers 
took active charge of the campaign on behalf of Premier Bor- 
den. Two other Borden Ministers were continuously in the 
Province for some time before polling day. A huge campaign 
fund was provided. The electors of the Province were deluged 
with campaign literature sent out from the Conservative press 
bureau at Ottawa professing to tell of great things done for 


Western Canada by the Borden Government. Yet, with the 
record and policies of the Ottawa Ministry put before the peo- 
ve as issues in the campaign, the Liberals were given a popu- 
ar majority of thousands of votes. : 

The people of Manitoba were sick of the machine tactics 
of Mr. Rogers and Sir Rodmond Roblin, but the condemnation 
of the Rogers-Roblin methods is of less significance to the 
people of Canada generally than the fact that Manitoba, 
staunchly and strongly Conservative for years, has condemned 
{he record and policies of the Borden Government. The Bor- 
den-White policy of tariff revision upwards, the refusal of the 
Government to grant the reasonable demand of the farmers 
for the abolition of the duties on wheat and flour and agricul- 
tural implements, the continued readiness of the Premier and 
his colleagues to hear and obey the whispers of the Special 
Interests, the attempt of the Government to fasten upon Can- 
ada the policy of tribute and centralization in navy affairs, the 
militaristic folly and waste of the Ministry, the hard times 
which have come with Borden rule—all these have been 
yassed upon by the people of Manitoba and the Government 
fas been condemned. 

Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba have condemned 
the policies and actions of the Borden Government. It is use- 
less to attempt to blink the fact or explain it away. Federal 
questions, as well as Provincial issues, have been thrust for- 
ward in the elections in each of these Provinces in the past two 
years. Each time those who upheld the Borden side have lost. 
In other Provinces, there are many signs of antagonism to the 
Ottawa Government, signs which are multiplying as the exist- 
ing depression continues and the cost of living soars upward 
while the Premier and his colleagues have no thought save for 
the giant railway corporations to which they give millions and 
for the other Special Interests which placed them in power. 

Manitoba has emphasized the Liberal flow of the tide. It 
has marked the growing strength of the hostility to the Borden 
Ministry. It has given one more indication of the certainty of 
Borden defeat when the time of reckoning comes. These are 
the facts which make the Manitoba result so full of significance 
to all Canada.

A TRADE RESTRICTIONIST 
FALLACY. 

Once more one may read in Conservative newspapers 
that because wheat prices have recently been higher in Can- 
ada than in the United States it is therefore clear that the free 
entry of the Canadian product to the American market would 
be of no benefit to the farmers of the Dominion. This same 
argument has made its appearance at this season of each year 
since the defeat of the Reciprocity Agreement, and it is of no 
mie soundness today than on other occasions. 

For a couple of months each year wheat prices are higher 
in Canada than in the United States. Those are the months in 
which the Canadian grain grower has no wheat to sell. For the 
remaining nine or ten months of the year, American prices 
rule generally higher than those prevailing on this side of the 
line. It is when the Canadian grower is in a position to bar- 
gain for the sale of his crop that the American prices are best. 
No one but editorial writers on trade restrictionist papers can 
ligure out any benefit to the Canadian farmer from high prices 
prevailing on the Canadian side of the boundry when he has 
no wheat to sell. And none but milling companies and rail- 
way corporations, which profit from the present restriction of 
solltclane Ad patra Canadian grain growers, and the 

iticians ¢ papers which do the will of those Special 
Interests, can see anything save advantage to the grain grow- 
ers in obtaining for them the opportunity of duty-free access 
to a third market. On this policy of free wheat the Liberals 
have taken their stand; Premier Borden and his colleagues 
continue steadfast in loyalty to the wish of the millers and-rail- 
way magnates and in opposition to the desires of the grain 
growers.

All these considerations are engaging 
the attention of President Chamberlin 
and Mr. Donaldson. The matter will 
be decided soon, 

The oil burning, if it can be satis- 
factorily accomplished, will cut the 
coal bill in two; that is the prime con- 
sideration, but there is, of course, the 
greater safety and cleanliness, the ab- 
sence of sparks, which, all over the 
country, have done such incalculable 
damage. 

The question of oi! fuel for subur- 


ban traffic, such as in the city of 
Montreal, will become urgent with all 
the great railway systems in after 


years. This matter has been also dis 
cussed by the managements, but It 
is not ripe for action. 

W. W. Butler of the Canadian Car 
Foundry company, has obtained the 
first of the long-expected orders for 
equipment from the Canadian North- 
ern railway. 

The order will be to the value of 
about $760,000 to cover the passenger 
equipment for new trains to be placed 
on the C.N.R, schedule in December. 
The equipment for the transcon- 
tinental trains that will be in opera- 
tion next year will not be placed until 
later in the year. The Canadian 
Car's passenger department is now 
working to capacity, but as it will 
fake some time to procure the material 
for the equipment covered by the new 
order, the manufacture of the cars will 
not be delayed, 

With the mileage of the Canadian 
Northern railway steadily increasing, 
it should not be very long before ad- 
ditional freight car equipment will be 
required, although it is understood 
no orders will be placed in the im- 
mediate future This may tempor- 
arily be a disappointment to some of 
the equipment compares, 


On the Grand Trunk International 
Limited, the company has put on two 
new Pullman observation cars, run- 
ning between Toronto and Chicago, 
ears Which express the very latest 
word in construction and decoration. 
They are all-steel cars, for one thing; 
but the decorations express a degree 
of fastidious elegance which has not 
heretofore been equalled in any pre- 
vious effort. The observation facill- 
ties are of the amplest, while the com- 
partments and drawing rooms are 80 
beautifully laid out.
